Recently he has 
bion at tho Keystone miiie, on the Yahk 
rirer, gettiiifr things there in running 
orjer. ]'"or eouiu time ho wns siiperin- 
tojident of the Cariboo mine at Camp 
MpKiniieyj and he thinks itis one of the 
best sold miriea ever discovered in tliia 
country. Ho spealvH well of tin: I'loy- 
atone iiIbo, 

hie has not ecen the St. I'Aiycne i-lm-.n 
November, but he is accurately infuimpii 
as to tlie progreas of the work there. lie 
Hiiys the vein lias been proved for a 
depth of 300 feet, and that the average 
wictli is eix feet.

Turks Deny That Gteelis Captured 
Uitylene— Hellenes Beat Back 
the Moslems. 



J^\Hi,ss.t, .April ■.!:^ (headijuarters of the 
Greek army.)— The latest advices aa to 
the situation at Bamasi show that on 
Sunday the Turks made a sortie from the 
town and attacked the Greek positions 
at Boughaai pnsa and Sideropoluki. 
.After severe lighting the Greeks drove 
the Turks back across the frontier with a 
loss ot live guns. The Turka have de- 
scended from Milouna paas on Ku'trie- 
vnli. The result is not yet known here 

Four hundred menibere of the foreign 
legion, including twenty-ai.x: lOngliainen 
under Captain Birch, arrived hereon 
Tuesday. They were received with a 
great demonstration, which waa repeated 
on their departure for the front in the 
evening. Intense enthueiaam waa 
caused among the G reeka when the Eng- 
liah aanK the Greek national war song. 

The Greek Eveaones and a moantain 
battery having ascended the mountains 
east ot the St. George monastery, were 
taken by the Turks on the flank. After 
a severe fight lasting many hours, tho 
Turks, who on Monday had driven the 
tTreeka fioni .Mati and J^igaria, brought 
L'SO Circassian cavalry from Ljlaesona. 
This waa on Tuesdiiy. 

The Circassiana began to extend into 
the plain, but being raked by the Greek 
battery and by tho Evesonea', they were 
com pel led to turn back to Ligaria with 
great lose, 

A portion of the lleeing Turks have 
recrossed the Milouna Pasa towards Las- 
^ian. TJie (fireek infantry, extending in 
a semi-circle from Tyrnavo to Karavali 
waa supported by artillery, all well 
handled. After a hard day'a fighting, 
t lie Greeks drove back the Turks upon 
Ligaria. It ia understood the latter 
are retreating in force towarda Lassoina. 
The estimation in which the Turks are 
held is bIiowu by the stampede of the 
whole population on the frontier. The 
villages and roads to Larisaa aie; liter- 
ally blocked with fugitives, herds of 
cattle, horses and donkeys, women and 
children on foot, old women carrying 
chairs, beds anil household gear on their 
backs, on donkeys, in ox wagons 
and in every conceivable sort of vehi- 
cle. Tlie scone is hear trending, and 
reminds one ol Pliny's description 
of the flight from Pompeii after 
the eruption of Mount Vesuvius. 
Larisaa is overcrowded, Food is 
scarce, the hospitals are full and there 
is an urgent appeal for nurges and snr- 
liical ojicrationa. The wounded are ar- 
riving hourly and all the Hiirgical opera- 
lions must bo jjerformed withoutchloro- 
form, as Uiere is none to be had.

Of this latter class ie a scheme wliich 
ia being developed by the Sons of Eng- 
land Society, having originated with 
their recently elected eupreme president, 
Mr. Barlow Cumberland. Taking ad- 
vantage of the'hap|)y coincidence which 
brings the acluiil anniversary date on a 
Huniiay, tlie SapremoLodgedecreed that 
a churcli parade be held by the lodses 
throughout Canada on that day. The 
supreme president has since elaborated 
the idea, witli the oljject ot making the 
occasion a continiiuus service of prayer 
and thanksgiving around the world. In 
a circular just issued to the brethern Mr. 
Cumberland says : 

"The services of the day will com- 
mence in the Fiji Islands. In due course 
they will be taken up by the lodges in 
South Africa, and bo follow the sun west- 
ward. Upon the aun having crossed the 
ocean and reached the continent of Am- 
erica, the brothers in St. John's, New- 
foundlatul, will commence the antliem, 
which will then be taken up in succes- 
sion lodge after lodge, across the con- 
tinent throujih Canada, as tlie precise 
time reaclieg each, from tlie Atlantic to I 
the Pacific. The brothers at Victoria, 
British Columbia, will send it acrosa the 
Pacific back to the place of beginning, 
having kept company with the hours, 
and traversed the world in one unbroken 
lin« through the colonies of the empire 
of the Union Jack. 

"The membera shall meet at their 
lodge rooms, or some convenient place, 
and clad in thehr regalia, ahall march in 
procession to the church selected. Where 
there are two or more lodges in a local- 
ity they shall attend one combined ser- 
vice, which shall be hekl in a church 
selected by the joint committee. 

" The service will cainnienco at .'! :'!0 
p.m. The opening hymn shall be the 
'Old Ilundreth,' ' All People That on 
Earth do Dwell.' At 4 p.m. precisely, 
according to astronomical or sun time, 
being the time at which the sun passes 
over each locality, the congregation shall 
stand and sing three verses of the 
national anthem, ' God Save the Queen,' 
to be immediately followed by (a) the 
collect of thanksgiving for Her Majesty's 
accesmoa to the throne, as formerly 
nsed in the thanksgiving service for 
June 20, and (b) the prayer for the Queen 
and royal family. The rest of the ser- 
vice is to bo the regular Sunday alter- 
norjD service, with an interval to permit 
of the national anthem being sung aa 
above at the proper time. 

" This contiauoua anthem and pray- 
er will he the loyal anil affectionate 
tribute of the Sons of England to their 
gracious Queen, upon the diamond jubi- 
lee of her accesbion to the throne. 

"The collection shall be given, as has 
been desired by her Majesty, to some 
charitable purpose. 

"The closing hymn shall be 'The 
Day Thou Giaveat, Lord, is Ended',' No. 
477', Ancient and Modern. 

"The lodges shall invite the muni- 
cipal autliorities and sister societies to 
attend the service.

ence is in [jrogresH with the Kecretaries 
of the Colonial Institute in the several 
colonies that they may help on the i)ro- 
jprt in thiMi localities, and the Hishoji oi 
Toronto, who is a iiieniber of the Sons of 
iCiigland, is taking great iiitt^rcat in tliu 
project, and has written personal leL- 
tsra to the Primate and ihsliops of 
Australia aud of the other colonies, in- 
viting their co-operation and active 
interest. Copies of the time-tables with 
order of service and other details will he 
sent to the captain of every passenger 
steamship that will be on the oeean on 
Sunday, June 20, so that, if carried out 
faithfully, as filanncd by its projectors, 
the service will literally be a continu- 
ous and tmbrokcn one, encircling the 
entire globe. 

The idea ia a striking and ajjpropriate 
one, and will in its development and 
application aflonl a most striking lesBon 
of the magnitude i)[ the colonial empire 
of Greater Jiritaiii, whose expansion dur- 
ing the past sixty years baa been one of 
the greatest gloriea of the Victorian era.

Two new bills were introduced by the 
Premier in the legislature yesterday. 
One extends the time for the commence 
metit of the yearly oxpenilitnre of .^200, 
000 on the Canada Western Central rail 
way from May 1, 1896, to June 22, 1898. 

The second bill ia to grant aid to the 
Cassiar Central railway. It enacts that 
it shall be lawful for the Lieutenant- 
Govornor-in-Cnuncil to grant and demise 
by way ot lease for the term of lifty 
years, as an aid to the company, lauds in 
t ie electoral district of Cassiar, together 
with all minerals, precious and base, 
therein aud thereunder, and also the 
r'ght to extract aame therefrom, with 
and under the following conditions: 

(a.) The company shall commence and 
conatruct its main lino of railway ac- 
cording to the terms of its act of incor- 
poration : 

(h.) The company shall within two 
years after the location of its lands open 
the surface thereof to iire-emption and 
8 lie upon similar terms, mutatis mutan- 
dis, as those mentioned in the "Land 
Act, 1896," and the pre-emptor or pur- 
chaser, aa the -caae may be, ahall upon 
CO applying with the regulations of the 
said " Land Act," and upon payment of 
the amounts set forth in the said Act to 
the company instead of the crown, be 
entitled to receive from the crown a 
grant of the surface of such land : 

(c) The company shall be entitled to 
rejerve areas not exceeding 1,000 acres 
in extent in any of its blocks for the pur- 
poses of townsites, and upon tiling a plan 
or plana thereof from time to time in the 
land registry ofhce, and payment of the 
sum of $■") ])er acre to the crown, shall bo 
entitled to a grant in fee of the lands so 
reserved. 

(d.) No minerals ahall be extracted, 
won or got from said lands until claims 
shall have heen located and recorded 
pursuant to the provi8i"nsot the mining 
laws in force at the time of the passing 
of this act, which said claims ahall bo 
held subject to the said mining laws and 
the charges hereinafter mentioned. 

Payment to Iler Majesty in the right 
of the province of iiritish Columbia of a 
royalty, tax or charge of — 

(1.) One and one-half per cent, upon 
the net returns of all precioua metalo 
won or got therefrom : 

(2.) Fifty dollars per annum so long as 
the said claim shall be held : 

(3.) One hundred dollars upon each 
transfer of a claim or fractional part 
thereof : 

(i.) Fiftv cents per thousand feet of 
milling timber, :ind twenty-live cents 
por cord on cordwood when cut, used or 
carried away from said lea."ed lamia : • 

(e.) The lands held by the company by 
lease aa aforesaid, dliall be subject only 
to the rovali'"". ^'-^^^^ ""<i eharges here- 
inbefore ■•'^'^ hereinafter mentioned : 

/(.. i'he lands leased to be selected bv 
oe company in blocks of not less than 
10,240 acres per block, and not exceed- 
ing 10,240 acres per mile for each mile 
of railway that may be constructed; 

(g.) The boundary lines of such lands 
to be surveyed by the company agree- 
ably with the system preacribed by the 
land lawa of the province at the com- 
pany's expense ; 

(h.) Such landa shall be designated 
within seven years from the passage of 
this a(;t. 

2. Free miners shall be entitled to en- 
ter ujion the said lands, prosjiect and 
explore for niinerala, and locate and re- 
cord mineral claims therein according to 
the " Mineral .\ct, hSilli," such mineral 
claims to b(; held subject to the provi- 
sions ol the said act aa to assessment 
work and the royalties and charges on 
all orea as aet fortli in sub-sections (1;, 
(2;, (3) and (4) of aection one. 

3. One equal undivided half share or 
interest in all mineral ( hiims recorded 
and held within the limits of such Ian 
ahall belong to the company, and the 
other moiety to the free miner au re 
cording samo, as tenants in common, 
subject to the observance of the terma 
and coiidilioiiB of the " Mineral Act, 
l.SiHi," and this act. 

After setting out the terms to guide 
the company and free minera, the bill 
concludea with the following clauses; 

11. The railway equipment, stations, 
station grounds, workshops, buijdings, 
yards, rolling stock, appurtenances and 
other property required and used for the 
construction, equipment and working of 
the said line of railway, and all i)orBonal 
liroperty not hereinbefore sjiecilically 
■llealt with or possessed by the comi)any, 
and its capital stock, shall be free from 
all taxation lor a period of ten years 
after completion of the railway. 

There is reserved to the use of Iler 
Majesty a royalty of live cents upon and 
in respect of each ton of n.)erchantable 
coal raised or gotten from any lands ac- 
quired or held under the provisiona of 
this act, and in anj' crown grant to be 
issued in pursuance of this act there 
shall be contained a reservation of eaid 
royalty: Provided that no royalty be 
reserved on droaa of fine alack.

BRITISH COLV^BIA RAILWAYS. 



The Toronto Globe in an iirticle dia- 
cueaing aid to the Cro^^•'s Nest Paes 
Railway uses this significant language: 

Britisti Columbia, if the present indi- 
ci.tionH of development are not decep- 
tive, will require the construction of 
rail ways on an extensive acale. If Fed- 
eni! aid is asked, upon what conditioiia 
is it to be <;ivenV Certainly a whole sys- 
tem of Provincial railways cannot be 
laid down at the expense of tlie Domin- 
ion. It would ec-em to be ciiually iin- 
rSHSonable to build one railway as a j^ov- 
ernment work and to leave all the others 
unaided. The rftasonable plan would 
appear to be to grant moderate aid upon 
fair conditions. 

This expression of opinion ia in entire 
harmony with the wishes of the f;ieat 
majority of the people of British Colum- 
bia. A few months ago — that is, when 
the construction ol the Orovv'a 
Nest Pass Railway was first mooted 
—the first thought of most Brit- 
ish Columbians wag that the beat 
plan would be for the <;overnment to 
build the line. There has been a notable 
cliange in this respect. Since the people 
have begun to appreciate that the gov- 
ernment construction of this line would 
probably prevent any aid to other rail- 
ways in the Province, the almost unani- 
moua wish is that the work shall becon- 
Btructed by a private company with gov- 
ernment aid coupled with reasonable 
comiitions. It may, we tli ink, be fairly 
Riiid that the proposal to aid the Caua- 
diiui Pacific by a honua of $10,000 a mile 
upon the suggested coucessioQS being 
made by that company would meet with 
very general approval here. 

Tho plan for the conatrurtion of the 
railway as a goveruuient work would 
involve an outlay .ji ?;1 li,uOO,000. This 
i:i a very large sum, anil in the oi)iiuon 
01 tlie other provinces the whole amuunt 
would be regarded Ofl a capital expendi- 
ture for British Columbia, although as a 
matter of fact it would be quite as much 
for the benefit of the Xorth west and the 
(•'.astern provinces as for this Prov- 
ince. Indoud it aiiiy be said lliat, except 
in Ai] far as the Crow'^^ Nest Pass railway 
will lead to ibedevelopinent ol new min- 
ing districts and facilitate the smelting 
of ores at home, it will not be a work for 
the ad vantage of this Province. If, how- 
ever, it is conceded that the government 
would be justified in expending j;12,000,- 
000 on railways in British Cohuubin, the 
people of this Province would have no 
objocliou to the ^;;S,15t),00(» subsidy pro- 
posed to begivciito the (Jrow's N'osL I'aHS 
railway being charged up as an eximiidi- 
ture on their account provided the ro- 
mainiuK $8,850,000 are forthcoming when 
needed for other railways hero. .•\a a 
matter of fact, as we pointed out yester- 
day, only $4,000,000, or leas than one half 
Bucli remainder, would probably 
cure within three years the 500 miles of 
railway contemplated by the provincial 
railway subsidy bill. 

We direct the attention of the Ottawa 
ministry to the iact that whereas they 
contemplated at one time the expendi- 
ture of $12,000,000 for the construction 
of one railway in this Provinre, they may 
by the outlay of $7,150,000 secure the im- 
mediate construction of the Crow's Nest 
Pass railway, a line from theOoaet to 
Kootenay and a line from the Ooaat to 
Cariboo. This, at 8 p«r cent, with 1 per 
cent for sinking fund, wonid entail an 
annual chann e upon the revenues of the 
Dominion of $i;Hfj,0(H), and we put it to 
the Ministry to say if. Judging from 
wliat they know and from what some of 
them have seen of tho eU'ects of railway 
lonhtruction throogH'tbO mining dis- 
tricts, such an investment would not be a 



highly profitable one from the narrow 
Btandpolnt of revenue and expenditure. 
Leas thaii, 16,000 people added to the pop- 
ulatioaof the Provincfi 'would pay into 
the Dominion revenue the full amount of 
such interest and Binking fund, and we 
are content that the result of our con- 
tention shall abide tho judgment of the 
Minister of Kailways himself as to 
whether or not, if the SIO miles of 
railway abovereferred to are constructed, 
there would not be within one year 
after they are completed more than 
16,000 people added to the population of 
the Province as the direct result of their 
construction. 

VVa are glad to see the Toronto Globe 
take the position indicated in tbe 
paragraph quoted* .British Colum- 
bians, irrespective of party, highly 
appreciate the excellent work that the 
Globe has done in bringing the great re- 
sources of their Province before the 
minds of the people of Canada and else- 
where. They will ho further gratified to 
find that they can count upon its co- 
operation in their request for reasonable 
aid to necessary railways. And they ask 
nothing but what is reasonable. They 
base their claims to government aid 
upon many grounds, some of the prin- 
cipal of which are ■. 

The railways are necessary for the 
proper development of the mineral and 
agricultural resources of the Province. 
. The development of these resources 
will provide scope for the energy and 
capital of Canadians and others, will 
keep the youth of the country at home, 
will furnish exteuBivo markets for Cana- 
dian products, and build up the Pacific 
seaboard of the Dominion. 

The Provincial legislature has done its 
full share to secure such railway con- 
struction. 

The people Of British Columbia have 
heen exceptionally heavy contributors 
to the Federal revenue, and bnvo not re- 
ceived a proportionate share of tho 
public expenditure. 

It will pay the Dominion directly aa a 
matter of revenue to aid in the construc- 
tion of the necessary lines. 

The amount sought from the Dominion 
ia very moderate, being, inclusive of the 
amount proposed to be given to the 
Crow's Nest Pass railway, less than two- 
thirds of what it was proposed to ex- 
pend upon that railway alone as a gov- 
ernment work. 

AVe have made our argument on a 
basis of $8,000 a mile, but in view of the 
costly nature of the roads it would be 
not unreasonable to aek that the amount 
be made $10,000. We hope to have the 
able assistance of the Globe, not in 
pressing British Columbia's claim upon 
tho attention of the government, for 
that ought not to bo neceeaary, but in 
making the extreme reasonableness of 
our claim known to the people of Can- 
ada. We contend tliat there never came 
a time to any government of Canada 
when greater results could be attained 
for so comparatively email a sum of 
money, as will follow the granting of 
reasonable aid to the Crow's Nest Pass 
railway and the lines which the Provin- 
cial legislature has subsidized.

Turner and Baker 
had stated what was untrae when they 
denied that any arrangement was made 
with Mri Heinze for the construction of 
the Penticton-Boundary railway, and 
refers us to the News-Advertiser for a 
correct report of what he did say. That 
no injustice may be done Mr. Cotton, we 
(|uote tbe report of hia speech from that 
paper: 

Mr. Cotton said that he could only 
hold the belief that this road is iutcndeil 
as a preeent for somebody from tlie wa/ 
the government had treated the amend- 
ments oH'ored. Thia would he the con- 
necting link of a syatotn of railways, and 
he could only conclude that the govern- 
ment wished to give Mr. Heinze a sum 
of $-100,000, and therefore would not con- 
sider any of the counter propositions 
made for tho construction of this line, 

It will bo observed that Sir. Cotton 
did not say that the ministers bad stated 
what was untrue ; but only that he held 
to bis original belief. It ia right that 
Til r. Cotton should have the benefit of 
this distinction. That the government 
had no such intention is evident from 
the fact that they left Mr. Sword'e 
amendment an open question.

Oali- 
furnia is now looked to whonue iiituru 
supplies may be drawn, but owing to its 
being graita hay it not popular with con- 
suuiero. The farmers who will be first 
to get their hay crop to market this year 
will clear a goodly sum, as the new croj) 
will commaud fancy prices.

PKOVINCllL LEGISLATURE. 
Tbird Session of tbe Seventh Forliament 

FIFTIETH DAY. . 
Thursday, April 22, 1897. 
The Speaker took the chair at2 o'clock 



Prayers were read by the Rev. Perci- 

val Jenna. 

Mr. Booth presented a report oE the 
private bills coiiuiiittue HudiiiK the pre- 
ambles proved or r.he bill to incorporate 
the Greenwocd City Waterworks Com- 
pany and the bill to incorporate the 
Grand Forks Water, i'ower and ].it;lit 
Company. 
The report was adopted. 
On the adjourned committee of the 
Wide Tire bill being called, 

Mr. Kellie aeked that the bill might 
be withdrawn, as Interior members were 
80 much opposed to it. (Chears and 
laughter.) 

The bill was withdrawn by permiaaion 
ot the house. 

j\lr. Kennedy complained of a state- 
ment in the Vancouver World to the 
ellect that he had at one time intended 
to move to exclude its Victoria corres- 
pondent from the precincts of the house. 
He did not care what newspapers Buid so 
long as they kept w-ithin the truth, but 
that was a iiare-faced lie. He hoped the 
correspondent of the World, whoever he 
was, would be man enough to retract. 

Dr. Walkem could not see what the 
hon. member was complaining of. There 
was'notliing to be ashamed of in saying 
the World ahould be'excluiled from the 
])reciucts of iho house. If he did gay so 
it was praiseworthy. 

j\Ir. Smith moved the second readini: 
of the act to amend the Mineral Act, 
which, among other things, relieves 
workmen in the mines from paying the 
$5 tax. 

Hon. Col. Baker remarked that tlie 
bill contained a number of very useful 
clauses, but considerable amendments 
would have to be made to it in com- 
niittee. The section giving miners the 
right to enter upon reserved lands was a 
good one, provided it was very carefully 
eafeguarded ao as to enable land owners 
to obtain redress for any damages done 
to their lands by iirospectors. Clause 12 
required verv careful consideration. It 
read: "When a lode is Huppoaed to 
cross a valley or under an alluvial de- 
posit, and where such lode is indicated 
by its appearance on the side of the 
niountain leading into such valley, 
any free miner upon making a 
sworn statement before tbe min- 
im; recorder or gold commissioner 
of the district that there is a lode which 
have indications of running through and 
under such alluvial deposit, shall be en- 
liiled to a permit for three months to 
search for such lode over the area of a 
mineral claim, with the ))rivilege of hav- 
ing such permit extended, on his prov- 
ing to the satisfaction of the gold com- 
missioner that he has bona tide sQarched 
for such lode and has expended, either 
in cash or labor, or both, not less tlian 
one hundred dollars in such search. 
Darinc; the existence of such permit the 
ground covered by the eamo shall not be 
open to record by any other miner. The 
fee for such permit, and each renewal of 
the same, shall be the same as the fee 
for a record." This section might enable 
a man to lock up a considerable 
piece of country upon getting a 
permit from the gold commissioner. 
Clause 15 was another one that would 
have to be carefully guarded to prevent 
anyone coming in and taking up mineral 
claims for the purpose, not of mining, 
but of speculation in townsites. The 
clause read : , , . . 

" In afl cases where a mineral clami is 
located upon land granted to a railway 
company as a government subsidy the 
lawful owner of the mineral claim, after 
the same shall have been crown granted, 
shall be entitled to appropriate the en- 
tire surface rights and interest in fee 
simple of the ' company in and to the 
B.ime in the manner prescribed for the 
appropriation of laud in the ' Lands 
Clauses Consolidatfoii Act, 1S!)7'; Fro 
vided, however, that the amount awarded 
for such surface rights shall not be more 
than live dollars per acre. The pro- 
visions of this section shall not apply to 
the subsidy o( any railway company 
where provision has heretofore Ijcen 
mside as to the price for ac<iuiring the 
surface rights to mineral claims." 

Mr. Macpherson suggested that claiisn 
1 1 would require theeame care. Ilread : 
•• The lawful holder of a crown grant nf 
a mineral claim issued under the pro- 
visions of this act shall, in cases where 
huch mineral claim has been located on 
waste lands of the crown or un laiulH not 
already lawfully occupieil for other llian 
mining purposes, be entitled to receive 
a crown grant of all the surface rights of 
such mineral claim on payment to the 
government of British Columbia of the 
sum of five dollars per acre for such land , 
and of the fee of five dollars for the c-own 
grant." 

Hon. Col. Baker— " Yes, that ■ ill 
have to be guarded in committee." lie 
thought there would bo some extra 
amendments in committee. He had 
much pleasure in supportinc the second 
reading on the understanding that the 
amendments were made. 

Mr. Cotton remarked that clause .'! 
would work great hardship on owners oi 
land. In some cases the owners uiiL'ht 
not know till long afterwards that their 
property had been entered upon by pro- 
spectors. If anyone wanted to go on 
private [iroperty and explore for niin 
erals, \w thought they should be pre 
l^ared to put up security at once. 

After further debate the bill was given 
its second rea<ling. 

Mr. .Smith moved the second reading 
of hia bill to amend ffie I'lacer Minitig 
Act, 181)1. The cliiet clause is the fol- 
lowing: " Section 8 of the l'lac(!r Min 
ing Act, 1S91, is hereby repeated, an( 
the following inserted in lieu thereof 
Every person and joint stock company 
engaged in placer mming shall take out 
a free miner's certificate, and any per- 
son or joint stock company who mines 
in any placer claim without having 
taken out and obtained such certificate 
shall, on conviction thereof in a sum 
marv way, forfeit and pay i 
peniiltv notexceeding!i;25,i)eHidescoHlH.' 
T)ie object of this cluuse is to relieve 
actual, workmen in mines from paying 
the tax. The dauHo is the same as 
the one in the Mineral Act above. 
Another clause in the act reads as fol- 
lows: Any free miner or two or more 
free miners holding adjoinmg leases as 
creek claims may consolidate as many as 
ton leases bv filing with the mining re 
(•order a declaratory statement contain 
ing the name of the company or Partner 
ship which is to hold the consolidated 
lease, the location ajid Hize of each IpaBe; 
And such Ptatement shall be Eigned by 
the holder or holders of the leases to be 
SwoM^tcd. After filing euchdeclara 



tory statement sifch -free' miner or free 
miners shall be allowed In each and 
every year to perform on any one or 
more of such leases all the work that is 
necessary to be performed to hold all 
auch leases. 

Mr. Braden objected to the .tS tax on 
miners being taken ofl", because so many 
aliens would benefit. There were twelve 
aliens working on our minea to one Can- 
adian. Xo fewer than between 2,000 
and 8,000 Chinamen were employed in 
the mines, and he did not think these 
aliens should be freed from the tax. 
The bill was read a second time. 
The house, on report on the game bill, 
discuBsed a longr amendment by Hon. 
Col. Baker regarding fishing for salmon 
and trout. 
In the middle of it. 

Mr. Kellie moved tHat the bill be 
read a third time that day six months. 

(Laughter.) 

Mr. Speaker said that a motion to 
that ellect could not bo made now. 
The amendment was defeated. 
Hon. Mr. Eberts said it appeared to 
him necessary that an amendment should 
be introduced restricting the killing of 
trout. He had heard of two men wlio 
killed 400 the other day. If that went 
on there was danger of our lakes around 
Victoria, Vancouver and other places 
becoming depleted. He would like to 
SCO an amendment introduced into the 
bill saying that no one would be allowed 
to take say more than 30 or 50 trout in 
ouedav. ("Oh, oh.") Somehon. mem- 
bers suggested that that would interfere 
with men who made their living at this. 
Those men should agree with the amend- 
ment or their living would be destroyed. 
Xo amemlfnent was introduced. 
Hon. Mr. Lberts moved an amend- 
ment the ellect of which will be to re- 
move the disabilities on shooting "any 
variety ol (|uail." 

The amendment was adopted and the 
report on the bill was then jjostponed. 

Mr. Helmcken moved thesecontl read- 
ing of the act to amend the Trustees and 
f'lxecutors' bill. The most part of it 
was a counterpart of the Ontario Act. 
It refers to "fair and reaaonable " al- 
lowance being made to trustees, and the 
chief clause is as follows : Any trustee 
under a deed, settlement or will, any 
executor or administrator, any guardian 
appointed by any court, and any testa- 
mentary guardian, or any other trustee, 
howsoever the trust is created, shall be 
entitled to such fair and reasonable al- 
lowance, not exceeding live per cent, on 
the gross value of the estate, by way of 
rouHineration for his care, pains and 
trouble, and his time expendeil m and 
about tbe trust estate, as may be allowed 
by the Supreme court, or a judge there- 
of, or by any master or referee thereof, 
to whom the matter may be referred, in 
addition ta any other allowances for ex- 
penses actually incurred to which 
such trustee, executor, administrator or 
guardian may by law be entitled. 
Hon. D. M. Eberts thought it was a 
ery fair pioposition that trustees should 
have this compensation. It would be 
noted by section (i that when an allow- 
mce to the trustee was fixed by the in- 
strument creating the trust no other 
allowance! would be paid. 
The bill was read a second lime. 
Mr. Sword took up the iidjourned de- 
bate on his motion as follows ; " That in 
requiring a declaration from the sur- 
veyor who surveyed land from an in- 
tending purchaser, whether any of such 
land was likely to be required lor a 
townsite or fishing station, the legisla- 
ture intended that the attention of the 
land ofUce should be called to the nature 
of the laud applied for, and that it should 
not be treated as ordinary land open to 
purchase." 
After 6ome debate, 

Hon. Mr. Martin said the resolution 
was purely an instruction to the Lands 
and Works department how the Land 
Act was to be carried out. lie did not 
ace what the hon, gentleman had in view 
in moving the resolution. W heiiever 
there was anything connected with his 
department about which there was some 
doubt as to the wav in which the act 
should be carried out, he always took 
the oi)inion of the Attorney-General. 
He could not understand what the hon. 
gentleman was driving at. 

Mr. WillianiB— What the legislatun- 
intendeil. 

Hon. Mr. Martin— What the legisla- 
ture intended is fully set out in the act, 
and that act has been properly cirrieil 
out in every way since 1 had the honor 
of becoming head of the department. 

Mr. Sword said that what the legisla- 
ture meant in the act had been inter- 
preted by the Chief Commissioner of 
Lanils and Works in away which he 
Hni)posed no other member would have 
interpreted it. The reHolutiou was in- 
tended to convey to tbe ^Miief tyoniniis- 
siofier that bind f^iiitabb' Inr linbiiig sla- 
timis was noi to be iookeil upon a.s third 
ci.isH huiil. 

After some fur'her deliale the resolu- 
tion was deffaied ny I'l votes tob. 

Hon. Mr. Turner moied the ailo|ilion 
oi the report on the Loan bill. 

Mr. Sword moved an amendment to 
the elTect that the I'enticton-Boutidary 
railway shall, siibj.'ct to the (loalinu of 
1) (Uila to an am lunt sudicient to I'on- 
slruct the said rai I way o ve r and abovi 
I be sil bsiily lu'reliy ^;ianted, and snel 
further subsidy aa iiiiiy be (•onlribute( 
bv tbe I Kjiiimion, be built t.>y tbe gov 
ernment aj a public work." 

Mr. Speaker said the amendment was 
out of order. A question of this kind 
lay entirely with the government. 

Mr. Sword next moved to strike out 
the sub-section of the bill referring to 
the lino from i'ute. Inlet to C^ueanelle. 

The nnu^ndment was defeated by ll> to 
l.'i JdesBrs. Stoildart, Walkem and 
Smith voted against the government. 

l>r. Walkem said he had not undi.'r- 
Btood tliat the vote was being taken on 
till' Ilute Inlet amendment. 

Mr. Speaker said that if he went down 
to the clerk hia vote could be changed. 

Mr. Sword moved to add to end of sec;- 
tion 8: " Any money hereby authorized 
to be granted in aid of any of the sec- 
tiuua herein mentioned shall bo used by 
the government, together with what ad- 
ditional grant may be obtained from tbe 
Dominion government, in constructing 
such railways as a government work, 
tbe balance required for such construc- 
tion to bo obtained from tbe sale of 
bonds secured on the railway to beiiiiilt, 
wittiont any government guarantee; 
provided, however, thatsbould the aver- 
ago cost jior mile of any of the railways 
he, on examination, estimated to ex- 
ceed ifio, 000, tho government ehall not 
bo authorized to exi)ond any jiart ot the 
subsidy herein granted until further 
authority is obtained from the legisla- 
ture." 

The motion was ruled out of order, as 
being opposed to the spirit and principle 
of the bill. 



cf sub-section (a): "Any lands so re- 
served and excepted shall bo liable to 
taxation on such reservation and oxcep. 
tion in the same manner as lands alien- 
ated." The effect of this amendment 
would! he said, be to make land" liable 
for taxation that had been reserved by 
companies for t'ownsites. 
The amendment was carried. 
Mr. Sword moved as a new sub-section 
that " in the case ot the lino from Pen- 
ticton to the Boundary Creek District 
being built by a company entitled to a 
land grant for the construction of such 
line, the subsidy herein authorized shall 
only be paid to such company on its giv- 
ing up its claim to the land grant for 
such portion of the lino." 
The amendment was agreed to. 
Mr. Speaker ruled out of order the 
long amendment of Mr. Holmcken'a re- 
garding purchase of the railways witnin 
ten years bv the government, which 
amendment ft will be remembered was 
struck out in committee after consider- 
ation. 

The report was adopted as amended, 
and tbe bill was read a tbird time and 
passed. 

The house went into committee on the 
bill to amend the Public Schools Act, 
Mr. Adams in the chair. The com- 
mitteo rose and reported the bill com- 
plete with amendments. 

The bouse went into committee on the 
Nelson & Fort Sheppard Uailway bill, 
Mr. Booth in the chair. 

Mr. Kellie claimed that the bill should 
be withdrawn. He said the government 
bad granted Mr. Corbin land which he 
had no right to. Thev had given the 
company eight solid blocks instead of 
alternate sections. He condemned Mr. 
Corbin for making free miners pay hun- 
dreds oi dollars for holding timber on 
their claims. 

Hon. H. M. F.berts said the comi)any 
bad complied with their act by ijuildiug 
their line but a iitilo delay had occurred 
in surveying the lines ; hence this bill. 
He moved the adiournmont of tbe de- 
bate in order to study the maps to see if 
Mr. Keliio'd statementa as to the eight 
blocks were correct or not. 

Accordingly the conimitte rose and 
Mr. Speaker called G o'clock.

the transcript on the day he receives the 
same, and enter a memorandum thereof 
in a book to be by him provided for that 
purpose. The second reading was 
agreed to.

Smitli Believes a Cuve 
Yet Be Found for the 
Disease.

Dr. .Smith, hiivinR in charge three Ice- 
landic lepers who had been found in 
Winnipeg, passed through Montreal last 
night on his way to the lajieretto at 
Tracadie, N.B., where the lepers will be 
placed in BecluHion. The leoers are be- 
ing trnneported in a freight car which is 
run ne.xt to the engine, and is duly 
placarded. Thia car was transferred 
from the C.P.R. AVinnipeg train at ;\Ion- 
treal Junction to the Halifax train, and 
continued its journey with little loss of 
time. 

This is not the only instance of defec- 
tive quarantine to which the public at- 
tention has been drawn -within a recent 
period. Not so very long ago a party ot 
(.ialicians entered Canada the same way, 
and at Winnipet^ there were found to be 
several cases of smallpox among them. 
The disease spread and some half dozen 
persons were stricken, deaths ensuing. 

Hitherto the only point that has as- 
sured any degree of freedom from such 
occurrences as are related, was the fact 
that the tide of immigration into Canada 
(luring Mie winter months haa been 
small. In aumtner matters are bettor 
acijasted. Tlie iniuiigranta cuter Canada, 
in the main, Ijy the Ht. Lawrence route. 
There is a splendid system of quarantine 
at tirosse lale, l)elow Quebec, and but 
few inlected foreigners escape tiio eagle 
eyes Pf I^!'- Mcmtizambert, the medical 
ollicer In charge, and his gtafl'. 

These people came into Canada by the 
Maritiine province winter ports, of 
which there are two, Halifa.t and St. 
•lohn. The lepers crossed the ocean in 
the steerage of a steainahip, and crossed 
half tbe continent before the nature of 
tlie disease was suspected. On being 
isolated at Winnipeg, the local pbysii-i- 
aiis were at first unable to tell the na; ure 
of their ailment, though the dreadful 
malady waa suspected. 

Tiie goveriuneiit at once sent West 
Dr. Smith, of the Tracadie, N. B., lazer- 
etto, w ith the result that he has returned 
Last to his hospital Avith the three 
alUicted persons, one of whom is a 
woman, and they will be immnred for 
the rest of their lives along w ith the 
other inmates. 

In connection with the cases of leprosy 
it is to be said that the greatest danger 
exists on the Pacific coa.st, where there 
is a conetant incoming stream of celes- 
tials from China. Several ioatiisoine 
cases have been discovered at A'ancouver 
and A'ictoria, among both transients and 
residents of the " pig-tail " class. The 
former were at once deporleil to China, 
and the latter taken to a small island oil 
the British Columbia coa.st, where they 
are carefully guarded till death ensues'. 
The existence of these Chinese lepers, 
usually short, isdeacribedasmost pathetic 
cut off asl they are from friends, 
customs and familiar surroundings. At- 
tempts have been made time and again 
by some of the patients to escape, but 
without avail. Theattendanta are kind- 
ly, but the Orientals do not take to kind- 
ness on the part of whites, without tbe 
comiiensating Indulgence in, for in- 
stance, fan-tan or a whill'of opium, and 
these are debarred. 

Occasionally a ease of leprosy in the 
incipient stage is not detected by the 
physician who examines .lohn, when he 
pays bis .*.")0 entry fee. It was only a 
short time since that right here in M'on- 
treal a Chinaman eulloring from leprosy 
applied at a local hospital for treatment. 
His case was diagnosed correctlv and 
at once, but such a bad case was it, 
that the patient only lived a fevv daysl 
his tlecease occurring sooner, liowever! 
through some slight complication. A 
thorough inspection of Laj;aiiclie\iere 
street — local Chinatown — however, re- 
vealed no further truce of the dideas<'. 

When passing throngli. Dr. Smith, of 
tbe Traca<lie lazaretto, and big patients 
had ii car all to tl leniselves. Mijst despon- 
dent were tbe trio at being torn from 
their friends, and doomed to a living 
death down on the banks of the 
Miramichi river. The suirerefs may not 
be returne(l to Iceland, for they are 
said to be of the class whose presence 



in Canada bad been specially eelected by 
emigration agents. Leprosy is said to 
be quite common in this northern Dan- 
ish possession, and hereafter this fact 
will have to bo reckoned with mora 
seriously, when it is sought to add to 
the prosperous Icelandic colony in the 
Canadian North-West. 

Speaking about his destination, Dr. 
Smith said that leprosy lirst broke out 
in "Tracadie, in 182(), having been com- 
municated to ft family named Landry, 
who washed some clothes for the crew 
of a French vessel then in the port. This 
ia an authoritative statement of the 
beginninu of the outbreak, though many 
other stories have been printed in the 
numerous accounts hitherto published. 
In a little over twenty years the disease 
spread so much, that it became neces- 
sary to provide a hospital for the pa- 
tients in that part of the country alone. 
But when the process ot gathering in 
the deceased mortals began, a number 
of families disappeared from the hamlet 
on the Gulf of St. Lawrence, some ol 
whom retreated into remote sections of 
the Island of Cape Breton. 

Only two or three years ago a strange 
and dreadful disease was reported from 
thia easternmost part of Canada. Some 
tourists went fishing, strayed into the 
section where a suffering family dwelt, 
and came away to tell of the horrible 
sights they saw. Or. Smith had lieard 
rumors, an,d now ho wont in i|uesl of 
leprosy, and he found several cases of 
it. The alllicted people fought against 
removal, but it was useless. Dr. Smith 
went again into another section, and 
again he imule a ghastly find. Now 
Cape Breton is free irum the taint, and 
the nuns at Tracadia have had tbe 
number of their charges materially in- 
creased. 

Tbe first lazaretto built at Tracadie in 
1811 was erected on an island, the snr- 
roiinding water constituting a cut-oil'. 
But tbe buildings, which were of tbe 
llimsiest description and miserably 
equipped, caught lire and burned down, 
a number of (latienls losing their lives 
bv lire and water. The helple,:a were 
biirneu nn<t the others drowned in ovei - 
crowding the boat, iu which they t: led 
to reach the mainland, The soconii laz- 
aretto is cstabliohed on the mainland. 
It is a Eub&la!\tiHl structure and well 
endo\\'Cd by the governmont and 
in (lharge of nuns, the pioneer of 
whom 18 a Montreal lady, named 
A'iger. She took charge in 1868, ami 
is still there, the only survivor of the 
band of devotees that accompanied her. 
There were -lO lepers in the place in 
ISfJvS, to-day the number is about a score, 
and no new cases, ascribable to the 
oriuinal ouliiroak in Canada, have been 
di-?covere(l for half a'dozen years. The 
system of segregation is followed and 
followed to the letter. The i)atienls 
are absolutely isolaletl from all except 
their attendants. 

The average age of a leper, says Dr. 
Smith, is ten years, though he has 
known eome to live for twenty years. 
The people BulTeriug from this incur- 
able disease are always hopeful of 
recovery, and are never to be reconciled 
to the {ai;t that they are doomed, the 
men more so in this latter respect than 
the women. Dr. Smith does not concur 
in the majority opinion of the medieval 
])rofesbion that the disease is not heredi- 
tary. He believed it ia hereditary and 
also contagions. 

.And this opinion ia valuable for no 
man has had a better chance than Dr. 
S[nith to study the ilisease. He has seen 
leprosy in all its phases for over a de- 
cade. The children's children of mar- 
ried lepers have been brought to him, 
tbe disease having skipped one genera- 
t:on. This haa occurred in a number of 
cases. Vet Dr. Smith does not give up 
lio))e of a cure, and one of the last state- 
ments he made was: "1 believe that be- 
fore long a specific will be found for the 
disease." 

But even this little ray of hope was 
lost U|von tbe tiiree patients who beard, 
but did not uiuleratand, tbe words, 
spoken in a strang(i tongue. 

The train soon afterwards pulled out 
and ."ped the Icelanders on to their 
prison hospital, where, like lla'.l Caine's 
" liondman " of their native land , tliey 
have been sentenced to a late to end 
onlv with their life. — Montreal Star.

This 
h1iow-!< a roiitinned matcirial, intellectual, 
and moral iinprovi-nierit. liy scientilic 
methods of irriu'ation bis land haa been 
more iiroductive, and roads are being 
built and a system of li^ht railways in- 
troduced by wliieli b(^ can lrnns|)nrl bis 
grain, snuar, and eotton easily and c|iiick- 
ly to a market. Inatea I of the 'JUD.dDO 
men but recently called out annually 
lor a hundred days of unpaid fori:ed la- 
bor, but 2,'), 01)0 are needed to watch the 
river banks during the high water. The 
sanitary r.Meaaiires applied to the cities 
are being extended to towns and vil- 
lages. Successful efforts have been made, 
through government loans to aniall cul- 
tivators, to riMliice the rate of interest 
charged tberu by the usurious village 
money lender.
